Tho President of the Hpaaish 


The gold bag press tiled to make it 


appear during tho recent campaign 
that tbe financial question vms a dead 
iiaue. Since the election tne gola men 
have changed their tune and according 
to the Eastern press they are display- 
ing unnaunl activity. The Overstreet 
bill, the Hill-Fowler bill, and the Mo 
Oleary bill are all under discussion, 
and an agreement will doubtless be 
reaohed before it ia advisable to pre 
•eat the measure to Congress.

dent MoKinley's pet policy there ia 
little doubt that an extra session will 
be called iu March for tbe express pur 
pose of passing such a bill.

ing influential Senators and Republi- 
can leaders of the next House in the 
interest of the scheme. The Republi- 
can National Committeeman from Wis 
consin, H. C. Payne, has been Been, and 
bis services have been secured. Mr. 
Puyno says that Mr. Hanna is going 
around the country to get the Con- 
gressmen in line.

The people of South Dakota have ral- 


iUiJ ii Constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the initiative and referendum 
in legislation. Tbe principle has been 
recognized by ntl tho States in connec- 
tion with constitutional amendments, 
b.it by none of tbetn in connection 
w i t h the enactment of laws. 


The plan which has been made a part 


of the Constitution of South Dakota 
provides that when a particular piece 
of legislation is demanded by five per 
cent of the qualified voters of the State 
that proposition must be submitted by 
Legislature to the people at the next 
ensuing general election. If approved 
by the people, it becomes a law. If the 
Leg'.alntore passes an act to which 
there ia popular objection, that act 
must be submitted to the people at the 
next regular election, if petitioned for 
by five per cent of the qualified voters. 
If opp.-oved by popular vote it stands. 
If not, it fttila to become a law. Under 
the South Dnkota plan, thereforp, the 
f eople Imrp the power of absolute veto 
over nil unpopular legislation.

Each State or Territory Range 
Association of horse, cattle, sheep or 
swine breeders, eaoh State or Territor- 
ial Sanitary Board, Agricultural Col- 
lege, or Board of Agriculture, each live 
stock commission or exchange, and 
each Dairyman's Association are in- 
vited to send delegates.

and discussed are bounty laws, an ex-
